Tib: boys working on the project have gained a better 
j&nc t into the problems of the tow-n than was ever possible to 
generations. The actual doing of the various jobs for the 
town Las made them more civic minded than would be the case 
t^Li they not had this experience. 

Iside from the training and experience gained by the boys 
a&d t he resultant good accruing to the town from the work done, 
ihrrr \5 another angle to the situation which is often overlooked 
and that is the amount of money brought into the town from the 
paid to those on the project and those w r ho have the direc- 
ts 1 1 and supervision of the work. The total pay roll from Govern- 
n * sources amounted to $10,637.70 and the addition of such 
. large sum of money placed in circulation , most of it going to 
tl * merchants of the town, is not a small item. The amount of 
. nrv made available in the form of wages to the people of 
V\ st. Rutland is far larger than the amount of money spent on 
materials which point should Hot be overlooked.

REPORT OF ACTIVITIES OF THE RECREATIONAL 
DIVISION OF THE NYA IN WEST RUTLAND, VT. 

flu' past year has seen a greatly extended program offered 
by the Recreational Division of the NYA and the great response 
evidenced in both skating and basketball shows that the people 
at large appreciate and take advantage of the opportunities to 
enjoy healthful outdoor exercise. 

Due to the good offices of the Selectmen, a suitable place, 
the Town Hall, has been made available for playing basketball 
and the great number of boys in the graded schools and St. Stanis- 
laus school taking advantage of this opportunity, is a good 
commentary of the interest which they show in this sport. 

An opportunity for good healthful exercise under proper 
-o*ching and supervision has been made available to a large 
number of boys previously left out of consideration. We feel 
that the good results of having a place suitable for boys of that 
age to play and enjoy good sport will become apparent to every- 
one. The problem of boys hanging around the streets, with 
nothing to do, will to a great extent be done away with. 

Mr. Hinchey of the High School has been very helpful, in 
helping us to secure equipment and in advice and counsel in the 
handling of the boys. 
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1 y. .skating rink continues to draw large crowds of both adult 
ml younger people in the sport of skating and the interest is 
neater than that of last year. The recent addition of a 
ndio O' the Warming House has met with the approval of all. 

During the baseball season a large number of boys and men 
am led themselves of the opportunity to enjoy the national 
pa.. time and the Twilight League schedule provided considerable 
rivalry and interest in the town. 

During the Fall months considerable interest was mani- 
ftvted by the younger boys in football and touch football. 

The salaries paid those engaged in the handling of the many 
aii'.l varied activities has amounted to SI, 012. 40 and a large 
percent of this has gone to benefit the town. This sum was dis- 
tributed among 5 workers. 

The following table of attendance is shown, not with the 
Idea of expressing mere numbers, but to show the widespread 
interest in the various recreational programs sponsored by the 

NYA.

It is the earnest wish of those connected with the NYA 
that the opportunities offered to the younger boys and girls of 
the town by the NYA Recreational Program, will be taken 
advantage of by all the young people of the community and that 
their parents will cooperate with us to make it still better and 
bigger. 

We feel that the parents of the boys and girls will appreciate 
the fact that the skating rink and the basketball hall are under 
supervision and that every effort is being made to keep them 
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safe and fit places for the children to enjoy good healthful recrea- 
tion at no cost to them. 

WPA NURSERY SCHOOL PROJECT 

The Nursery School formerly located at Pratt Hall has been 
moved to the Town Hall where it now occupies three rooms. 

This project has an enrollment of twenty-five children. 
During the past year seven workers have been employed and 
have received a total of 13,180.30 in wages for that period. 

The primary purpose of the Nursery School is the physical 
welfare and wholesome mental development of pre-school age 
children entrusted to its care. This objective is carried out by 
providing physical examinations and health care, by furnishing 
nutritious and well balanced meals and the setting up of an 
environment favorable to their growth. A schedule of activities 
suited to the needs of the young child has been developed to carry 
out these aims. ‘ J 

The Nursery School equipment for the use of the children 
consists of teeter-totters, chute, sand boxes, toys, books, vehicles 
scissors paste, clay, paints, small tables, and chairs, and similar 
material to which the child may give his attention. The school 
room itself is a combined work and play room of cheerful aspect. 

Emphasis is placed on out-door play during the Summer 
months and guided activities conducive to the child’s develop- 
ment. In-door games are played during inclement and Winter 
weather At various times during the day the teachers gather 
the children together in natural groups to enjoy music and 
rhythm, games and story telling. 

The daily program starts with health inspection, the drinking 

of water, cod-liver oil followed by orange, pineapple or tomato 

juice. Individual attention is given each child in the routines of 

dressing, undressing, toileting and sleep. The objective of this 

instruction is to train the child to be more self-dependent. A 

well balanced noon-day meal preceded by a short rest is followed 

by a nap. Each child has his own bed to sleep in. A total of 

*

IVire a month the parents and Nursery School staff hold 
with a Parent Education Field- Worker from the WPA. 
TW meetings operate as discussion groups to plan and study 
w n i hods of child care and welfare. Menus, the making of 
tig - md a study of children's diseases have been the subject of 
mm* of these meetings. 

The staff of the Nursery School sincerely hopes still more 
parm! < of pre-school age children will take advantage of this 
tfiport unity to enroll their children in the Nursery School. 

WPA ROAD PROJECTS 

The allocation of funds from the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration has enabled the Board of Selectmen to carry out con- 
«ad r ible improvements to thefroads of the Town. These roads 
arv as follows: 

West Whipple Hollow Road : The removal of a large amount 
<r rock ledge, raising and widening the road bed making it a 
two-car road equal to any dirt road at the present time. The 
building of two bridges, one at the Parker place and the other at 
th* Larson place was necessary to make the new road construction 
abb to fulfill its function. These bridges are twenty feet wide, 
of reinforced concrete with cement posts. 

The reinforced iron and cement used in the construction of 
bridges, the steel for the Thrall Avenue bridge now being 
built, was allowed by the Works Progress Administration, due 
a new ruling whereby a Town is entitled to a 5% refund for 
material as against Town expenses for the work. 

Whipple Hollow Cross-road: The Center Whipple Hollow 
road and Water Street have been rebuilt. The construction of 
five stone box culverts on Water street was necessary to raise 
this street to the present bridge level. A fill of 8,000 cubic yards 
■.i it-, required to complete this street. Water street is now a 
Mandard two-car road since the completion of this work. 
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Sheldon Avenue: This street was raised with a heavy fill 
of material to eliminate the swampy condition that has existed 
on parts of this road. The construction of three stone box cul- 
verts and a considerable amount of ditches will take care of the 
drainage in the future. 

T lirall Avenue: The roadbed has been raised and widened, 
a cobble ditch on the hill end has also been built. A new rein- 
forced concrete bridge is under construction near the railroad 
end of this street to replace two circular four foot tubes that were 
rotted and had to be replaced with stronger construction. 

A flood project was set up to repair damage caused by the 
wind, flood and rain storm on the following roads: Dewey Avenue, 
Clark Hill Quinn Road, Gorham Road, Boardman Hill, Harrison 
Avenue, Center \\ hippie Hollow Road and Durgy Hill. 

Works Progress Administration labor and trucks were used 
to construct two miles of black top road on Pleasant Street. A 
total of 534,681.62 was paid for WPA labor on these projects. 

The State has this year set up a project at Hubbardton where 
60 Works Progress Administration men from West Rutland arc 
employed. This has relieved the town of a large expense which 
it would otherwise have had to assume. All expense on this job 
was borne by the State. Wages paid on this project to the present 
time amount to $18,180.64. 

WPA WATER PROJECT 

This project has extended the water system to the Town 
Farm building. This extension has been completed with the 
placing of a fire hydrant thereby giving the homes in this area 
fire protection which has not been available in the past. Wages 
paid on this project were $899.03. 

WPA SIDEWALKS PROJECT 

Concrete sidewalks in the amount of 6,749 feet have been 
built this year. This construction includes 2,509 feet of five foot 
walks, 3,949 feet of four foot walks and 291 feet of three and one- 
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teH foot walks which was laid around the base of the rock face 
••B of the Town Hall building. This was made necessary due 
ti tie- breaking up of the old tar walk. The new walk acts as a 
pr.t.-ction to the foundation. The following table shows the 
amount of sidewalks laid on each street:
